ty ot London, pertormed his Othce very faithfully, 
being a conſtant enemy to the papiſts,and their ad- 
hercuts, had ſome occaſion of neceſſity to goe into 
Irelad,having a great eſtate rhere,and in great dan- 
ecrto loſeir, if te did any longer procraitinate the 
time : as ſoone therefore as he was prepared to go, 
Col : Lunſſord hearing of it, and obtaining the let- 
ters of many popiſh Lords,hee preſented himſclfe 
unto the King , as a very true and loyall ſubje& to 
his Majeſty and the State: and thus by great coni- 
vance he was elected to be Lientenant of the tower, 
althongh indeed hee was a great Signior of the Pa- 
piſts,ſtigmarized with the Papall P/ploma, and a fer 
cond Faux or Execution?r of their popith deſigns. 
Hereupon the Jeſuits and papiſts haying their Ro» 
miſh Captaines, and chiefe Condu in ſo great a 
Command of the City of £oxdop, did immediatly 
convocate their Hell-nouriſhed Councels, and aſ- 
ſcmbled themſelves together at a publicke Maſle, 
every one ſtriving to defend the Popes premacy, to 
inlarge his Kingdome,and by all poſs1ble means tro 
ſinbvert and ſnpplant this famous City of Loader, 
wherefore their reſolutions were thus moulded, 
when as Col: Lunſford ſhould have free liberty,and 
immunity in the Tower,divers of the Guard ſhould 
be feed and ſuborned, having great ſums of money

About which time of che night the other papiſts 
wonld provide a ſudden Army,and ſufficient num. 
ber of men to ſet Weflminfler and the Parliameng 
houſe on fire,and at the very ſame rime they would 
provide ſhipping for the Archb:ſbop of Canterbury, 
Biſhop Wren, and (many other popith Doctors, 
who ſhould have bin all tranſported into Spazre, 
where the one ſhould have bin made a Cardinall,8 
the other Sainred, Their deſigne was ſealed with 
an Oath,that every one ſthovld be conſtant to Rome, 
and put this new-hatcht conſpiracie into execution, 
withall poſſible care and expedition. Whereupon 
eight of the Guard were {worne to their machina- 
tion,the Ordinance were in agitation to be ſuddenly 
placcd lower in the Tower againſt the City , and 
thipping was in great preparation for the Arch pre- 
late,and the other popiſh affe&ed Dottors. 

But markethe ſucceſſeleſle event of their wicked 
intenttons, and nefariou imaginations, and conſider 
the-miraculous providence of the mighty and Al- 
mighty God, who deliveredj|us from their cruell 
hands.

Chriſtian Queence.ceaſcd,upon ſundry complaints made in open Par-

By which ſupremacy, lawes znd cuſtomes on]y,the provinciall & dia.

Befides,ii we ſhould underſtand by the word{(Biſhop)him that hath 
the Miniſtry of the word and Sacrainents..a5 the Paſtor and teacher ; 
and by the word (Prieſt) the Presbyte r,that ts the Governing elder; 
and by th: word (Deacon) the providerfor the poore , then for the 
Miniſters to {abſcribe to the b-oke of ordiaation, would no wav 
jaſtifie thoſe officers or degrees of Miniſters, whichare deſcribed in 
' thatbooke, but would indeed utterly ſuby:ri and overthrove them.

Here 
was no ſparing of monty to provide horſe, armour, weapoi, 
pouder, & all neceffaries,no not want of proviſion of Pyoners, 
caTiages, and viauals in every Courity of the Realme, with- 
wut excception,to attend apon the Armies, And to this gererall 
furniture every man voluntarily offered, very tnany their ſer- 
vice perſonally without wages, others money fer armour and 
ns,and to wage fouldicrs,a matter ſtrange and never the 
like hcard of in this Realme or elſe where, And this general 
reaſon moved all men to large- contributions, that to with- 
[tand a conqueſt where all thould be loſt,there was no time to 
ſparc a portion. | 
The numbers made ready in the Realme I cannot affirme of 
mine owne knowledge, but I have heard it reported,, when I 
was gricved'tothinke the lame to be ſo true, that there was 
The armiermade through Englanano quarter, Eaſt, Weſt, Northand Sonch, but 
ready in England all concurred in one mind to be in readinefſe to ſerve for the 
of the ine. Realme:And that ſome one countrey was able to make a futh- 
| cient army of twenty thouſand men kit to fight, and fifteene 
thoufand of them well armed and w ; and in ſome 
countrics the number of furty thouſand able men, The 
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The maritine countries from (Fnmall, all along the 
Southlide of England, to Kew, and from Kent Ealtward, by 
Eſex,Suffolke,and Norfotke to Lineolne-foire(which countries 
with their havens were well deſcribed unto you in perfe& 
Plots, when Francu Thragmorton firſt did treat with your L. 
about the lame) were fo furniſhed ef men of war,both of chews 
ſelves,and with retort of ayde from their next Shires, as there

wealth and ſtrength, Of theſe things 1 am ſorry to have cauſe 
to write in this ſort ; but becauſe you may ſee Fow heretofore 
ae: bave been deccived with advertiſements of many, which 
ad no proofe to know the truth thereof, and ſo I confeſſe my 
ſclfe in ſome things to hare erred, namely, in imagining that 
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whenſoever any forrain power ſhould be ſeen ready to land in 


any part of this Realme,there would have bin found bur a ſmal. 
number reſolute to withſtand the fame , or to defend the 


Queen; but that the ſame would have been very nnable for the 
B 3 wars, 
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wars,untrained,raw,and ignorant inall warlike ations, with- 
out ſufficient armour and weapans ; and that alſo the Noble- 
men and entlemn that were in this Real ne of our rehigian, 
whereof you know we made account when you were here in 
England of very many, although miny of them be dead fince 
that time z bat at this tim? there are not fo many tens, as we 
accounted hundreds, whom we thought would have thewed 
themſelves like men of courage for our commen cauſe, and 
would bave ſuddenly ſurpriſed the hoaſes, families, and 
ſtrength of the heretiques and adverſaries. 

But nowgſuch is our calamity, that it hh pleaſed God, as 1 
thinke,for our {ins, or elſe for confounding of our bold opini- 
ons, and preſumptions of our owne ſtrength, to put in the 
hearts of all pzrſons here,ons like mind and courage to with- 
ſtand the intended invaſion, as well in fach as we accounted 
Catholiques, as allo in the heretiques : ſo as it hath appeared 
manifeltly that for all carneft proceeding for arming, and for 
contributions of moncy,& for all other warlike a&ions, there 
was no difference to be ſeen betwixt the Catholique and the 
hereticke, But in this caſe co withſtand the threatened con- 
queſt,yeca to defend the perſon of the Queene, there appeared 
ſuch a ſympathy, concourſe, and conſent of all forts of per- 
ſons, without reſpe of Religion, as they all appeared to be 
ready to fight againſt all ſtrangers, as it were with one heart 
and one body. And though ſome few principall Gentlemen,of 
whoin heretofore you have had the names in ſuch Catalogues 
of Catholiquesas you nave bin acquainted withall, were lately 
upon the report of che comming out of the army to the ſeas, 
ſent tothe Iſle of Ely, there toremaine reſtrained of their for- 
mer liberty during the expeation of this intended invaſion ; 
yet it hath _—_— that they were net ſo reſtrained for any 
doubt that they would with their powers have afliſted our 
army,but onely thereby to make it knowne to-all our friends

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ſee fach contrary proofes againſt all their conceits, as I and 
others have done, ] will ſhew you a great number of manifeſt 
Arcuments,though I am ſorry at my heart to remember them, 
wherby you in your wiſdome(if you be not blinded by others) 
ſhall ſee 1t moſt certaine, that theſe former opinions, for com- 
fort to be had from hence,will prove the next yeare as ſtrong 
againſt us, and 1n ſome part more ſtrong thenthey proved this 
 yeare,if any account thall be made thereof, 

Firſt, for the Navy of England, which hath this yeare to the 
ſight of the world proved to ve of great force and value for 
thoſe Seas,and able to overmatch in their manner of ftight,dou- 
ble to their number of the great Gallions, Carikes, Galliaſſes, or 
Gallies, it is certaine that it will be greatly increaſed this next 
yeare:; For I know that within thete few dayes, bargains are 
already made, and I mpreſt of money delivered, and certaine 
ſent into the Eaſtlands, for great ſtore of all maritine proviſi- 
ons.And as for the increaſe of the number of good ſhips for the 
Queens proper uſe, there is already a great quantity of timber 
ready, and order given to fell more in November and Decem- 
ber next, in the countries near both to the Sea,and to Thames, 
to build a number of ſhips of war, equall to theſe whoſ: ſer- 
vice was ſeen this yeare to have overmatched the great Arma- 
dos,and Caſtles of Spaine and 7raty, And furthermore, to joyne 
with the Navy of Zxglardthis yeare following, not only the 
Hellanders and Zelangers,but alſo ſhips of Denmarke, and other 
parts of EafHand, will certainly be had in great numbers,

Asto the ſecond branch ef our hope, depending upen opi- 
nion cf ſome great miſcontentment of ſundry perſons againſt 
the Queene, the proofe of the contrary fo appeared this yeare, 
both of her ations to maintain the liking of all her people,and 
of the generall @grneſt devotion ſhewed to her by all eſt ates, 
noble and meane,rich and poore,as I thinke no Prince chriſte- 
ned eyer had greater cauſc of comfort in her people, which! 
may judge to breed a pride in her, And to recompence the 
ſame, ſhe did moſt notably ſhew her ſelfe in this time, cven 
when moſt danger was threatened, in all her actions towards 
her people, as carcfull for their weale, and for the ſafcty of her 
Realme, without any ſpeciall or particular proviſion,or regard 
to her owne perſon,as ever any Prince could doe. Firſt, tolet 
her people underftand what care ſhe had to make her Realme 
ſtrong againſt inzaſion, ſhe politikely, yea molt carcfully,by 
her owne frequent direQions, cauſed her whole Realme to be 
put in armes, the tooke account thereof her ſelfe by menethly 
certificate from ſuch as were made her Lievtenants in every 
ſhire of her Realme ; ſhe cauſed armour,pouder, weapon,tobe 
ſent to all countries, and ordnance to all maritine countries : 
There were alſo ſundry armies deſcribed,to defend every coaſt 
of the Sca ; andasI heard it reported by ſome that did know 
the ſecrets of the Court, was importunate with her Councell 
to leave no day uneccupicd, to bring theſo ſervices to cttcR, 
and yet ſhe did till continue her Commillioners in the Low 
Countries to treat of peace, which ſurely ſhe defired to have 
obtained, fo that ſhe might have had the fame with certaine 
conditions. So as to content her people,the did both treatand 
deſire peace, and did not in the meane time negleR to make 
her Realme ſtrong for defence, if Peace could not be gotten, 
But in the end, when her demands were wholly refuſed 
(whercof we and all Catholiques. were moſt glad) and that 
ſhe underſtood very certainly, that the army of the Duke of 
Parma (hould come firſt to deſtroy the City of London, ſhe 
revoked her Commiſſioners, approached Lexdon in perſon, 
and aid lie (as 1t were) inthe Suburbs of the ſame : whereby

charge of the Earle of Leiceſter, placing her ſelfe betwi xt the

for ter life and ſafety,and curſing of all her enemics,voth traj- 
tors, and all Papifts, with carneſt deſire to venture their lives 
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Aud beſides ſuch particular acclamitions,the whole atmy in 
every quarter, did deyoutely at certaine times ſing mn her hea 
ring, in very tunable manner, divers Pſalmes put into forme of 
Prayers in praife of Almighty God, no wayes tobe miſliked, 
which ihe greatly commended, and with very carnelt ſpeech 
thanked (50d with them, Tlus that I write,you may be ſure, [ 
doc not with any comturt,but to give you theſe manifeit argu- 
ments, that neither this Queene doth diſcontent her people, 
nor her people doe ſhew any difcontentation in any thing that 
they be commanded to doe for her ſervice, as heretofore hath 
been imagined, Shehad alſo an army of about forty thoulard 
footmen,a:d of ſix thoutand horſemen,under the charge of the 
Lord Hun/don, Lord Chamberlain,as Licytenant of that army, 
made ready from the Inland parts of the Realme, to be about 
her owne perſon, without 6ifarming the maritine counties : 
fo as many marched out of fundry countries towards her, at 
the very time that ſhe was in the camp;ſoine came to the fub- 
urbs and townes neare Loxdon,whom ihe remaunded to their 
countrics,becanſe their harvelt was at hand,and-many of them 
would not be countermanded,but itill approached onward on

and adore the patience of Ged towards our Pcr- 
ſons in particular, and towards this Nation in ge- 
nerall, in which we live: A Nation not worthy 
tobe beloved, A Nation as ripe for deſtruction, 
as any other Nation. How many Tapers hath 
God ſer on fire * How many white Flags of Mer- 
cy hath God huog out 2 How often hath he ſhot 
off his warning pecces, to forewarne this Nation, 
that God would pluck it wp, pullit down, and ae 
ftroy it, Tonathan (het three Arrowes, not tohurt 
David, but to help Devid by forctclling him of 
$4ls murderous intention againſt him ; Bat God 
heth ſhox nor only three, bur cight Arrowes, to 
forewarne,and forcarme us. The Lord awaken our- 
ſecure hearts, to the conſiderationeftheſcethings : 
God hath ſpoken cight wayes to this Nation, 
by all which he-hath inrimated his intention to 
cltroy us. 

7. He hath ſpoken unto us by the veice of 
his Miniſters, that with one and lip, have 
CS 3 forc- 
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foretold us of deſolation, and deſtruQtion, It 
hath beene the conſtant voice of Gods faithfull 
Servants, from the Pulpit, for rheſe many yeares 
early and late. Now this voice 1S not to be 
ſlighted ; For ſarely the Lord will do nothing, but he 
revealeth his ſecret tnto his Servants the Prophets, 
AMIS 3.7. 

2. He hath ſpoken to us by the voice of his 
lefler judgements, For God hath two forts of 
judgements, Rods and Scorpions : Feotmen, and 
Horſemen, as it iSexpreſfied, Terem. 12.4, And he 
deales with a Nation, as a Phyſitian with his 
Patient, If a lefler potion will not worke, the 
Phyſician will preſcribe a ſtronger. God hath 
ſent many leſſer judgements, The Small-pox, 
unſcafonable Weather, the Plague in a mode- 
rate way 3 but thele judgements have beene 
{lighted and contemned; And lefler judgements 
contemned, are Harbingers to uſher in greater : 
God threatneth, Levit.2.6, If his people will 
walk contrary to him, he will puniſh them ſeven 
times more : and afterwards he addes, That if 
they will not be reformed, he will puniſh them 
yet ſeven times more, and yet ſeven times more. 
Verl.18.21,24,28. 71, even I, will chaſtiſe youin 
fury, ſeven\times more for your ſins. As the ancient 
Conſuls of Rome had Rods, and Axes, carried be- 
fore them : Rods as enſignes of their lenity to 
penitent offenders 3 But Axes as tokens of their 
ſeverity, againſt incorrigible offenders : So 
God hath his Rods, and his Axes, his pruning 


Knife, 
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Knife, an his Axe. If his pruning Kaife will not 
amend us, his Axe will hew us down, and caſt us 
into the fire. 

3 God hath ſpoken to us by the death of his 
godly Servants. For the righteous periſh, and no 
man layeth it to heart, and mercifull men are taken 
away ;none conſidering that the righteous u taken away, 
fromthe evill to come, Iſ4.57.1, Thus Merhuſalom 
that godly Patriarch died, the very yeere the 
flood came. And his name ſignifieth, 4 meſſenger 
of death; Nis death did preſage theflood. Thos 
Auftin was taken away by death, immediatcly 
betore the ſacking of Hippo where he lived, 
Pareus before the taking of Heilderberg. Luther 4 
little before Warres came into Germany, as he 
himſclfe did fore-fignifie at his death. Thus the 
death of Saint Ambroſe was a fore-runner of the 
rvire of 77aly. The many Reverend Preachers, 
The Chariots, aud Horſemen of Tſ7ael, that intheſc 
few yeares are gone to theirgraves in peace; are 
as ſo many blazing Comets to portend our 
ruine, 

4. God hath ſpoken to us by the voice of 
other Proteſtant Nations beyond the Seas, that 
have drunk deepe of the Cup of Gods wrath. 
Herodotus tells us , that in a certaine Egyptian

Non et diitinguendum ub; lex non 

diſtinguit, And therefore Jct us I beſeech you, 

mourne with a preat Jamentztion, for our little 

oaths, our iG!e words, our omiffions of good 

duties, and detects in 200d duties, &c. Can 

we mourne for the lo{le of onr eſtates, for the 

death of our Children * And ſhall we not mourne 

that we have loſt God, and the peace of a good

Fayh and Repentance. This is a notable provo- 
cation to all wretched hard-hearted finners to 
turn unto God by true Repentance. God is {0 
farre from refuſing you, that he rejoycerh in 
your converſion, and is more ready to receive 
you, then you are to come. And/l may lately 
adde, Thatinſome ſenſe God delights more in 
a penitefie Prodigall,thenin one of his righteous 
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children. As the good Shepheard rcjoyced | ,;..... 


more in his-loſt ſheep, then-in his 99. ſheep; 
And the good Woman-in her loſt groat; And 


the good Father in his loſt fonne, more then - 
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the ſonne that went-noteſtray. Ir is-true, that 
Innocency of life is better, ſimply and abſolutely: 
conſidered, than Repentance : And itis more to 
be delired to /ive without ſin, than to have grace 
to repent after ſis. As a whole Garment is better 
than a rent G.rment, and yet a reat Garment 
may be ſo. hand(omely pieced together, thar 
there ſhall be lictle difference between that and- 
a whole Garment. A penitent (inner, that feel- 


ingly apprehends the great mercy of God in 


pardoning {ſo great a ſinner as he was; the ſenſe 
of this diſtinguiſhing love of God towards him, 
raiſeth up his 7 ro a higher pitch of zeal,and 
enables him ta&-draw ncer to God with more 
aff-tion,and feryently to be more tender of (in, 
and to do, and ſuer more for God many times; 
than thoſe that are more righteous than he is. 
As ſuppoſe,two men atSca,the one comes ſafely 
to ſhore without danger ,. the other eſcapes tro 
ſhore not without greatihazard and perill of life: 
He that comes without hazard hath more cauſe 
{imply to be thankfull; yer ordinarily , he that 
had the greater danger, out of ſenſe of his dan- 
ger, will return more praiſe than the other. 
Saint Paul labourcd more than allthe other A+. 
poſtles , becauſe he was a greater finner than 
all the other Apoſtles,and had obtained greater 
mercy. Therefore Mary Magdalen loved much,be- 
cauſe much was forgiven her. We never readethat 
the bleſſed Virgin ever came to waſh the Feet of 

Chriſt with hertcars. Bur Mary Magdalen, a great 
Ae. 
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ſinner ſhe did it, and ſhe comes firſt tothe Sepul- 
cher, and afterwards (as ſome report) ſhe ſpear 
30. yeers in Gallia Narbonenſs in weeping for her 
fins. Gregory brings the example of David, who 
after he had obtained pardon for murdering 
Vriah, and committing adultery with Bathſheba, 
fell a longing after the water of Bethlehem, But 
when the wacer was brought , He poured it forth 
before the Lord, and would not ariuk of it, becauſe it * o_ 23. 
hazarded the lives of his men. Obſerve how tender © 
of ſin David was after his Repentance. | He that 
before had ſpilt innocent blood,is now troubled 
in ccnſcience, for putting the lives of his men 
in jeopardy : He thar before longed for another 
mazs wife, doth now repenr, for deſiring another 
mans water. Bernard brings the example of Peter, 
who before his denyall,confidently cold Chrift, 
Thouzh all ferſook him, yet he would not ; Yet after- 
wards, when he hadrepented of his denying of 
Chriſt, he was ſo tcader, that when Chriſt 
purpoledly asked him three times, Loveſ# cou me 
more than theſe ? he anſwers not comparatively, 
as before, bur poſitively ; 0nely Lord thou knoweft 
T love the, And thiS1s another provocation to 
exhort all ſinners to lay hold upon this holy 
Anchor, this wrath-charming Repentance. 
Come all ye prodigall childrea , all ye loſt 
ſheep that have gone, aſtray : Behold your 
Heavenly Father is not onely ready, bur joy full 
to receive you; and if rightly underſtood, more 
joyfull , than in his faichfull Children. Was

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there ever mercy like to this ! Oh that we had 
hcar:s to embrace it ! And the greater any man 
is in eftate,and parts,the more honour God ſhall 
have, if ſuch a man will turn to God this day. 
Great men are the Looking-glaſle of the Coun- 
trey where they live, according to which, moſt 
men drefle themſelves: If they be wicked, the 
whole Countrey is much the worſer by them.

For ſo faith the 
Text, If that Nation againſt which, &c, A parti- 
cular man by turning unto God, may turn away 
a particular judgement. Bur when the fins of a 
Nation are general], and the judgements upon 
a Nation generall, the turning muſt be generall. 
If the Sea hath broken the banks, and over- 
flown the Countrey, it is not the care of one or 
two men, byrepatring their banks, that can 
prevent the inundation, Eyen ſo when God is 
£ oVer- 
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overflowing a Land with a generall deſtrution, 
there muſt be agenerall endeavour to make up 
the whole breach. There muſt be a Court-Re- 
formation, a Countrey-Reformation, a City- 
Reformation, Church and State-Reformation, 
a Generall-Reformation.

The ſecond way to reform a Nation, 1s when 
Fou that are the repreſentative Body of the Na- 
tion do, as much as in youlyeth, to reform the 
Nation you repreſent. This is a duty that God 
requires and expects from your hands. It was

the complaint of Nehemiah, that the Nobles of 'TE- Nehe.3.t 


koah did not put their necks to the yoak of the Lord,this 
was a great blemiſh to them. Let nor, I beleech 
You the like brand of infamy be caſt upon avy of

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you. Ir cannot be denied but that this Nation 
needs Reformation, not onely in reference to the 
Common- wealth, but alſo to the Church. The 
Prophet in the ninth verſe, compares a Nation 
tO a Houſe that needs building, and to an Orchard 
that needs planting. And lure it is, that the 
Houſe of this Nation is much our of repair : the 
Houſe of the Lord lieth waſte, and there is much 
rubbiſh inic. Many pollutions have crept into 
our Docrine, much defhilement into our Wor- 
ſhip, many illegall innovations have been ob- 
truded-upon us ; the very poſts and pillars of 
this Houſe, many of them are rotten ; the ſtones 
are looſe and uncemented ; the Houſe exceed- 
twely divided and diſtracted with diverſity of 
Opinions; the very foundation is ready to ſhake, 
and the Houſe to fall down about ourears. The 
Garden of this Nation is over grown with 
weeds ; and thereare many not onely unprofit- 
able, but hurtfull trees planted 1n this Garden. 
Now this is the great work that the Lord requi- 
reth at your hands, Ohye Worthies of 1ſraet ! 
To ſtub up all theſe u”"profitable Trees, and to 
repair the breaches of Gods Houle, to build it 
up-1n its beauty, according to the pattern in the 
Mount,and to bring us back not onely to our frff 
Reformation in King Edwards dayes , butto reform 
the Reformation it ſelf, For we were then newly 
crept out of Popery, and (like unto men that 
come newly out of priſon, where they have been 
long detained ) it was impoſſible bur our gar- 
ments

ſuperſtitious Ceremonies in the grave of oblivi- 
on, and perfect a Reformation according to the 
Word of God. And as our Saviour Chriſt, in

ciples tounbinde Lazarus, and to take away his 
Grave-clothes. Oh that you alſo would com- 
mand the Apoſtles of Chriſt, the faithfull and 
learned Miniſters of this Kingdome to meet ina 
tree Nationall Synod, for to inform you abour 
the taking away of theſe grave-clothes,and cics- 
blinding Napkins, or whatſoever clfe ſhall ap- 
pear to be prejudiciall to the picty and purity of 
of Gods Worthip.

Will a nationall reformation certainly divert a,/, 
Gods judgements from a'Nation-: | Did not © © 
lofiah reform , and yet it is expreſſely ſaid, That 
notwithſtanding this Reformation, Tet 3he Lord ; King.:;. 
turned not from the fiercene(ſe of his great wrath, where« 26, 
with his anger was kindled againſt Tudah, becanſe of 
all the provecations that Manaſſes had provoked him 
w;thall. 

1. A nationall reformation will certainly de- 4. 
liver us from everlaſting miſery. 2. It is Gods 
ordinary way for the removeall of temporall 
judgements. There is no inſtagce fully againſt 
it, but this of 7oſ6ah: but to this it may be replyed, 
that 1oſiahs reformation in reference to the mul- 
tirude, was hypocriticall ; and: rherefore ir did 
only prorogue and adjoura ; but not totally 
remove Gods wrath, That it was {ſon "__— 
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of the people, appears , /erem. 3. io. And yea 
for all this, her treacherous ſiſter Jadah hath not turned 
unto me with her whole heart, but fainedly , ſaith the 
Lord. A fincere Nationall turning will certainly 
divert Nationall Jadgements,and procure Nati- 
onall Bleſhngs.” 

If we will not turn, reform , and repent of 
our {ins, God will repent with a mew kinde of re- 
pentance, he will not repent of the evill, but repent 
that he hath repented of theevill ; he will repent of 
the goed wherewith he ſaid he would benefit us. 
And this leads me to the fourth DoQtinall 
Concluſion. * 

Dottrine 4. 

That when God begins. to build and plant a 
Nation; if that Nation do evill in Gods fight, 
God will unbuild , pluck up, and repent of the 
good he intended to do untoit. This is a point 
of great concernment, cxpreflely ſet down in 
the tenth verſe. It is certain that God hath be+ 
gun to build and plant this Nation, and he hath 
made you his Inftruments (Right Honourable) 
in this great work. We reade, Zechary 1. 19. of 
four horns, which ſcattered Indah and Teruſalew. By 

theſe four horns, are meant all the enemies of 
Gods people, that arealwayes puſhing at them, 
and goring of them. And ab, 20 ,. we reade 
of tour Carpenters whom God raiſcd up £0 fray 
away theſe borns. Such Carperters have you been 
unto us : You have knockr off all thoſe horns 
wherewith the tat Buls of Baſhan puſhed at us:

When the people of 1/rae! were come 
out of Zzypt , and very neere Cauaan; becauſc

Sinne 
diſſolves the very Joynts and Sinews of a Nati- 
0n;Religion maintains and upholds Kingdoms, 
The 779 ans had their Palladram ; as long as that 
was {ate, they were ſafe. The Romans bad their 
Axcile; as long as that was kept , 8hey were ſe- 
cure. The 1ſraclites had their Ark ; as long as 
that was ſure, there was a defenſeupon MOynt 
Zion. Pureand undefiled Religion , is the Pat- 
ladium , the Ancile , the Ark , to preſerve King- 
doms. But finne betrayeth Religion into the 
hends of ſuperſtition and idolatry. Sinne 1s a 
Serpeut inthe boſome, a thief in the houſe, poyſon 
at the ſtomack, a ſword at the very heart of a Na- 
tion, If the Serpent be inthe boſome,it will bite;

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Hence we ay learn what the reaſon 15 of the 
#reat cclay in the Reformation of the Church; 
why the childe of Reformation ſticks 1n the 
Birth ; why the hand of mercy begins to be 
pulled in ; and why many obſervers of the 
times Degin to fear that this is not, as yet,the ap- 
pointed time wherein God wil! have mercy up- 
on Sion. I am very confident, that the fault is 
not inyouto whom I ſpeak; bur it is laid down, 
2 Chron, 20. 33. Howbeit the hizh places were not 
taken away , for as yet the people had not prepared thein. 
hearts unto the God of their Fathers, The people of 
the Land would not bear a thorow Reformati- 
on. I deny not but that the Land in which we 
live. is a Land of wprightneſſe. As many amongſt us 
truely religious, as inaby place in the world, of 
the like bigneſle. But yer the Bulk of our peo- 
ple are wicked, and their hearts are not as yet 


- prepared to the yoke of the Lord. Oderunt vin- 


culapicttatis. They are unreformed themſelves ; 
and it is no wonder they are ſo oppolite to a tho- 
row Reformation. It may be {aid of many a- 
mong(t us, as Jeremy did once ſay of his people, 
The Prophets propheſie falſly, and the Prieſts bear rule by 
their means, and my people love to have it ſo ; and what 
will ye do intheendthereof ? Now it is this fin of 
the Land that weakens your hands, and divides 
you ſometimes oLe from another,and keeps you 
from perfecting this great work of Reformati- 
on. AndIconceiveno way better to remedy 
this, than by ſending a Faich fall and painfull Mi- 
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niftery thorowout the Kingdom. For if you 
will be pleaſed to obſerve, you will fiade that 
thoſe places which are rud'ſt and moſt ignorant, 
moſt irregular; and where the leaſt Preaching 
hath been, are the greateſt encmies to Reforma - 
tion, This is a work worthy of ſcrious confide- 
ration. The Lord ſtir up your hearts to confider 
it, and open youreyes allo, clearly to perceive 
that there are more with you, then againft you; 
and that when God reformes a Nation; he doth 
not finde us prepared, but he makes us prepared. 
When God ſheweth mercy te a Nation, there 
gocth power with the mercy to heal the Nation, 
Ezek.36. 24,25, 25,27,28. 

If when a Nation doth evill in Gods ſight, 7 2, 
God will repent of the good he intended, &c. 
Let us repent of our evils committed againſt 
God, that he may not repent of the good he 
intends to do unto us. Chuſe which you will, 
If we repent, God will repent of theevill, ge. If 
we repent not, God will repent of the good, 5c. And 
ſuffer me to tell you: That when God begins to 
draw back his mercies from a Nation, that Na- 
ton is in a wofull plight, God repentcd that he 
made the old World ; And what followed ? 
The next news you hear, is, they were all drow- 
ned. He repented that he had made Sas! King, 
and the next news we.hear, is, That he was rc- 
jeRed from being King. He repented that he 
had brought the [ſraclitcs out of Zeypt 3 and 


thereupun he carries them back again, and 
I {wears 
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{wears that not one of them ſhould enter into 
Canaan, but that all their carikafes ſhould periſh 
in the Wildernefle. It is God only that can build 
and plant a Nation. He is the only Archite& 
that can build our wafte places, and make vp 
our dilapidations, though never ſo great ; he is 
the only Gardner to pluck up our Weeds, and 
ro plant uſefull and fruirfull Trees in the Or- 
chard of this Nation. And if he pleaſe hecan 
doit, and that in aninſtant with a word ſpeak- 
ing. For foirtis inthe Text, At what inſtant I ſpeak 
concernii'7 a Nation to build, and to plant it ; Though 
the Houſe of the Kingdom be never ſo much out 
of repair, God canin an inſtant build us, and 
plant us,and make us better then ever. But if God 
begin to repent of what he hath. done, woeto 


.the Nation, For except the Lord build the Honſe, 


they labour in ain that build it, inwvainte riſe up early, 
and to ſit up late, 54, God will unravell all, and 
thovgh he hath brought us neer Canaan, he will

paſſe that no man in particular turns. We look 
tur that in another, which we torget to do 11 our 
ſclves. I know no way to reconcilethis diyj- 
fion, bur by raiſing a new divition, and by per- 
ſwading all ſorts of people to ſtrive, who 
ſhould be the firſt in turning to God,who ſhould 
firlt get into Chriſt, who ſhould firſt get into 
the Ark. Every man ſtrives for worldly prece- 
dency. Oh letus ſtrive for this ſpirituall pre- 
cedency ! Itis nopride in this to go one before 
another. He is the humbleſt that gocth firſt. 
And being reformed in our own perſons, letus 
in the next place labour to reform one another, 
We are all of one nation, of one body, one 
fleſh, one Church. There is a Nationall Com- 
munion, a Morall Communion, a Politicall 
Communion, a Spirituall Communion amongſt 
us.

Ince the Iriſh Army in ay laſt was disbanded, 
(which was done with much reluQarion of the 
mulrcicude, being very unwilling to lay down their 
Arms, )and the Romiſh plor for civill Warres (and 
bloody batrell praiſed by the Jurking Jeſuits, 
and their adherents, the Romayiſts in generall) 
between our gracious Soveraign, and his SubjeRs of Scote 
{zzdtooke noneeff:&; andthe opportunity and means of 
taking away root and branch of = Proteſtants, both"Eag- 
liſh and Scotiſh in Ireland w 2+ avoided, !t is clear and ma» 
nifeſt , char this new way of Treafon and Rebellion , was 
by the diſloyall and perfidious Romaniſts, the Incendiarics 
of all Chriſtendome, at ſome frequent Conventieles and 
meetings, principally at a Friary called Afultifornam in

For ſurprifall of his Higboeſſe principall Caftle and 
Cicy of Dublin ; where the refidence of this Princely goe 
v2rnment is, was allotted and affigned the Lord Macguire 
Baron of Ene:kelim, the two Maicmogbans, and others, The 
Lord Maicgaire to that purpoſe repaired ro D«blize ſome 
few daies betore; and the Mzcmoybans, and the reſt , che

| It being my portion to travell with him one 
whole night not loing before his deceaſe; Hee was 
(beyond his cuſtome) kept awake all that time by 
his owne Spirit, which conſtraincd him ro-open his 
boſome to mee, and togivemee an Epitome of his 
time, and Gods dealing with.him, . of which, and 
my owne obſ{cryations concerning him, you may 
pleaſe to take this bricfe extract, WE - - 

His Birth was Gentile, and from & roote fit to 

engrafe his future education and excellency ; fur- 
niſhed hee was with ſuch learning as his'age was 
capable of, and grewupinan'eſpeciall refpeR unto 
the faithfull Diſpenſors of the Goſpell; ahd/a& 
cordingly reapt the fruits of it in Gods ſeaſon. 
His ſpiric ( though ſad enough) yet accompanied 
with much naturall .mertall and conrage, and took't 
above other callings, to that which narrow min- 
ded and efteminate men cloſe not with. 

Hee ſoone attended the Schoole of warre of thoſe 
times, where-quick.and curious defignes iflued into: 
dayly aRionand exccution. There my Lord Yee} 
whocould well diſtinguiſhof men, caſt his eye/up- 
on him, by whoſe favour, exhal'd by his owne 
worth, hee was nor long aſcending the uſuallſte 
whereon the warres placeth reward for its fol- 
lowers; as hee grew skilfull in his trade, ſo was hee 
amiable toothers: They livewho krow how deare 
hee was to that juſtly lamented, Prince Henry; 
who .rooke ſuch delight in! him, that his cloſfet 
thoughts were open to- my Noble friend , from 
whom that Noble Prince got no finale advantage 
in his military way, Hee was alſo ever precious to

of Colonell Hanvy 000, 
King Fames, of bleſſed memory; ſo alſo no lefſe 
in the cſtceme of. our now gracious Soveraigne, 
witneſſing their. Royall affeRtion toward him in 
ſeverall expreſſions of theit favours. The illuſtri- 
ous Princeſie, the Queene of Bohemia, who hearing 
ot his death,cried'out ina great paſſion 1:04 that *5x1

RE > He particulars of his preparations not be- 


ingccrtainely knowne,there is nocertain 
3 judgement. to be made of them ; T will 
m—_— thcrctorconly take the caſe, as | ſuppoſe 
it will be granted. Thar the French _ cndct= 
vours to make himſelfe ſtrong at ſea, andrhatb 
two mcancs , One encouraging his ſubjects to mi 
at ſea, giving bis Merchants great priviledges, and 
immunities , another of his owt proper coſt, buy- 
ing,and building many greatand good ſhips,and or 
daining a yearcly brave proportion our of his reve« 
nue, for the increaſing , and maintaining his Navis, 
as ſome ſay 3oo. thouſand |. ſterling, others bur 360. 
thouſand crownes, one orother, arc confiderab 
and may prove of danger to this ſtate: Forthis dif 
poſition of his argues, that beeintends cither ro cn- 
tcrinto anew war, with his Majcſtic,orat leaf, to puc 
Aimfcltcinto ſuch a condition,as —— ſhal "X 


Collonell Harvvoops Adviſe, wy; 
fit, hee may doe {o, without his diſadvantage, That 


this his Arming at ſea, muſt be intended,in emulation 


of His Majcities Lordfhip of the narrow Scas,toe- 
quall , ore-t6p him at ſea is probable, For againſt 
whomet:ſe ? Not againſt the Hollanders ,tt ey are his 
obſequious friends, deſirous of his friendſhip, teare- 
tall of h's diſpleatureznot againſtthe King of Spain, 
torhecan more eafily invade him by land, when hee 
will , as Spaire cat him: Befides , the French King 
{h:\es no diſpoſition toenter into open warre with 
him, for having raken on him the proteRion of Man- 
t1a, and not well dealr. with by him inthe laſttrea- 
iy tor Ftaly , making a peace in ſhew, and yetafter 
caking his advantage, renuing the warre in the Ett- 
Peroursname, yet doth he not enter into open wir 
Sranithim, bur will only be anaffiſtant, e{ſc had itndt 
beene more facile for him to have invaded Flannarro, 
or Artog,and ſoby diverſion aided the Duke of Mat- 
y«a;then by ſending an Arty into [taly inthe wints; 
therefore this preparation of the French King,, for 
the {cahath his chiefeayme , in preſent, or future at 
His Majeſtic. Iſuppoſe,not toinvade England, or it 
may benone of His Majcſties Hands, though thats 
more then we can be aſſured of : ſome of his 4hi 
of warre werethis winter on His M ajeſtics _ 
went from Harbour to Harbour, doubtlefſe todif- 
coverthen, and not for any good to His Majeſtie: 
beſides, whocantcll ,: fince the Hands of Garneſy, 
and[erſey, arcthe only remainders of the large 
mJnue His Majeſtics Predeceflors Aanoar 4 have 
H in Fravce:, if hee have not an itching to 
Joyne them to Franceagaine , orif not them, nor 
OY Wight, 
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far ſecuring the Kingdome. 
IVight , yet to ſhare the dominion of the narrows 
Seas with iis Majeſtie, and that isto take itfrom 
him, if h: cany ro which hirherto hee hath not pre- 
tended, as not being able ro match His Majeſtieat 
Sea, but if he continue theſe His preparations, and 
that His Majeſtie out of hand prepare not allo a- 
gainſt ir, hee will inſhort time undoubredly effect 
it, It wil lbefaid (it may be)hee hath no good ports 
orhavens? that isanerrour; it is true, he hath net ſo 
many good harbours, as His Majeſty hath, yet fome 
he harh,nor inferiour to any of His Majcftics, it may 
be alſolaid, that his Subje&sare not ſo proper for the 
Sea, nor ſoaffeaed to Trade, as his Majcities ate : Ut 
15 true, but if he continue to encourage his Merchants, 
rurne Merchant himſelfe, will not kis Princes, great 
Lords, and Gentlemen, follow his example * For 
Saylors, if he give greatpay, and pay well, te will 
not want them-of other Nations ; nay, it his Majc- 
{ties owne Subje&t$shave'nor the like great and-good 
payment, it is tobe feared, he may draw many of, 
his, to his ſervice, at farſt, untill there be open waxres 
twixtthe Kingdomes: for doenor, at this preſent, 
many imndeeds, L might-ſay,thouſandsof his Maje- | 
{tics Subjeas, ſerve otherStates at Sea; as the Hol- 
landers, nay, the Turkes, without cither leave Or 
knowledge of his Majcſtie. 

Now, if the Frenchi/King ſhould come to: bee as 
powertull, ormore,thenhis Majeſtiear Sea, he wiil- 
be amore dangerous and fearfull neighbour to Zug- 
land then Spaine, whom hitherto this Kingdom have 
ot-lat ter yeares onely had cauſe to feare,, for that a 
gainſt Spaine, the Low-Commries will cycr bee 2 goo 
; 0007s 1 WB : 
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Bulwarck ; who if the King of Spaixe at any time, 
make any great preparations at Sea, will be ever jea- 
lons, itis intended *gainſt them, and ſo ever arme a- 
gainſt him, and be alwaies ready to joyne with, and 
to aſſiſt his Majeſtic *gainſt Spaive , which may bee 
doubred, they will not fo readily doe againſt Fraxce, 
with whom they arcin league, and not jealous off, 
Befides the King of Spaine hath not ſo populous a 
Countrey, as hcecan cafily prepare, cither a great 
Fleet, or Land Army, and much lefle both, without 
long time, and ſo his Majeſtie may have the more 
warning thereof , Then Spaipe is _ from Eng- 
land,and ſothe journey is the longer,and from thence 
cannot come many Horſe, which are the forces moſt 
tobe feared in Exgleand. Whereas France being ſo 
neere us, and fo full of Souldicrs, bota Horſe and 
Foot, if it once come to be able to equall Zxg/andat 
Sea, by ſuddenand quicke preparations, ſtealing op- 
portunitics, he may oretop Erglend at Sea, and then 
tranſport ſuch an Army of Horſe and Foot, as 
we might juſtly be afraid of : For old Souldicrs both 
Horſe and Foot, Fraxce abounds in, and the French 
havea vertue _—_ to them, that not a Gentleman 
thinkes himſelfe any thmg, untill he have ſeene the 
Warres,learnedart leaſt, good and perfe uſe of his 
Armes, and naturally they are all good Horſemen; 
their Eand affords Horſes fic for ſervice, and every 
manalmoſt knows to uſe Piſtoll and Carabin;wher- 
asin Enzland, unleſſe thoſe, which havebeene Soul, 
dicrs,few or none can uſe their Armes, and of thoſe 
which have bin Souldiers,it may be not all, can well. 
uſe their Armes;cſpecially the Musquet, which is of 
moſt oftcnce, which our Nationare not naturally ſo 
prompt 
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prompt to learh the uſe of, as the Frexchare; and for- 


Horſe,this Kingdom is ſo deficient;as it isa queſtion, 
whether or not, the whole Kingdome odd

Firſt, and principally would adviſethat his Ma»: 


jcſty wouldarmear Sea,for tharis the ſureſt defence, 
tor we can never be hurtby a forraigne enemy, by 
land, till we be firſt beaten at Scaz, and rherein 
I cannot give better adviſe, then to-doe what the. 
French King doth, asto repaitcand increaſe his own 
Royall Navic, which is the greateſt and beſt affured 


ſtrength of England, and to that end, to ſctapare 


ſome certaine large proportionof his revenue, that 
His Sca-men may have good Pays and well paid 
and if there be good and ſtrict courſes taken, that 
there be noabules in the Muſters, vitualling,con- 
ſumption of Ammunition (which-without good 
ayment cannot well be executed) His Majeſty will 
bo Gainer thereby , in matter of profit, beſides, 
the reputation and advantage of: his ſervice ; and 
itis my opinion, that no Prince-norState , but had 
better give 40.in the hundred, for monies fo pay his 
Militiawell, then not to pay well: Thentoencou- 
rage his Merchants, and other ſubje&s to trade, and 
in making new: plantations, For his land-forces, 
that His Majeſtic would take order, that the num- 
bers of trayned men were increaſed ,, or rather that 
the whole Kingdome from 18. or 20. 0 35.0140» 
as many menas were ableof bodics were armed,one 
C3 third 
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third with pikes, and' armours, another with: ur. 
kets, 2nd the third with calivers's: that there were 
powder, bullets, and match through the whole 
Kingdomer, magazines thereof 'in funcry places 'of 
te Kiogdome intuch a quantity, as if it were inva- 
ded in ane,or divers parts, there be no wantof Am- 
munitioninany place: for it would be thentoo hate 
rofetchitclfſe-where,andmuch worle,then to make 
ir, orſcnd over Seas for it. That there werecareta- 
kin, thattheſemen thenarmed might be wellex- 
arcitcd; and to that end that there be every hun- 
dmth,. ec wapentake, ſome'oldtoulcier, Sergeant,

both theſe had been effected, and the effects in time, 
would haye manifeſted what I have ſaid, and the 
benefit thereof wonld nor onely have extended to 
the Church, butalſo to the Common-wealth , for 
where a good Miniſtery is placed in a Towne, there 
idlencfſe will be aboliſhed, the poore and impotent 
children, and vagrant fet on worke, and His Majeſty 
have gained true and loyall Subjects, ſuchas he may 
repoſe himſelfe in their loves and fidelities, Its the 
olory of our Religion, it was never ſtained with 
rhoſehelliſh Plots, Maſſacres, and T reacherics againſt 
their Soveraigne; and if ever Popery bee put downe 
to purpoſe, it mult be by the meanes of eſtabliſhment 
of a powertull Miniſtry , then ſhall we ſce Satan fall 
downe like Lightning, It muſt be the breath of the 
Lord that mu aboliſh the man of Sinne, Ideny not 
but good Lawes doe well, but what through fayour, 
conniving, and wantof execution, we dayly ſee they 
have noe foch good effeR, as were to be wiſhed: that 
I amconfident, it muſt bethe powerfull conſciona- 
ble Preaching Miniſtery of the Goſpell, that muſt 
eſpecially efteRit, and to procure that, nothing wil 
more conduce, thena full, tree, and plentifull provi- 
ſton for the Diſpencers of it, and not for ſuch as doe 
leaftto have moſt. The Lord in mercy — 
bleſſe and proſper your proceedings, and inhis g 
time, give ustocnjoy the happy fruits and effects of 
your great, long, and unwearicd Paines — |
